TRAINED FOR 


Cases of Misdirected Effort Are 
Brought. by Witnesses Be- 
fore Pensions and Re-Estab- 
lishment Committee 


OTTAWA, May 25.—Shortcomings 
of the Department of Soldiers’ Re-- 
establishment vocational training 
Were given before the special com- 
mittee on pensions and re-establish- 
ment this morning. Three witnesses, 
8. Stalford, -Toronto, |W. Nichol, 
Kingston, and H. Newman, Ottawa, 
told the committee there was hard- 
ship-ameng—vocationatly-trained men, 
and ‘asked for extension of the trafn- 
ing course. 

Mr. Nichol thought the Department 
of Soldiers’ Civil _ Re-establishment 
was doing everything possible to give 
the men a new start in thelr work, 
but there were flaws in the. regula- 
tions: A man seeking a general edu- 
cation course was trained as a barber, 
and’ made no progress, Another who 
would have made a good machinist 
Was given. @ commercial course, 
which was 5f no use to him. 

Mr. Nichol could .not say whether, 
or‘not these men had asked for these , 
special courses. .He claimed there 
‘was much waste of money through 
men, being placed in the wrong course. 

At the présent time the Depart- 
ment of Soldiers’ Civil Re-establish- 
ment “progress report” overcame: the 
dificuities, but the men discharged 
before these reports started had no 
recourse, 

Mr. Newman declared he had want-: 
ed to take.an electricdl fitting course, 
but was advised not to do so, and 
took up showcard writing. He was 
doubtful of making a. successful living 
out of this after finishing his course. 
The Department of Soldiers’ Civil Re- 
establishment‘ receiving officer had 
told him that’ electrical shops were 


‘full up, and that at the end of his 


course “he would only bé an appren 
tice. There #hovld be a committee of" 
three men to advise prospective stu- 
dents instead of a single man. 

The vocational students’ asked for 
an eéxtefision: of a courke to twelve 
months instead of eight. Many stu- 
dents, on finishing their ¢ourses, were 
unable to ogrry on the work they had ‘ 
trained for. 

Mr. Stalford said that among the 
men seeking unemployment- relief 
was @ very large percentage of voca- 
tionally trained men wha ¢ould not, 
hold jobs. Of 8,000 men given certi- 
ficates at the Toronto King Street la- 
bor office 1,600-were men who had: 
taken vocational courses; 

Mr, Stalford furnished the com- 
mittee -with 9 list showing employ- 
ment followed by men who had voca- 
tional training. Among those who 
had secured work as laborers ‘were 
men trained -as. garment operators, 
tire finishers, motor mechanics, wire. 
less operators, photographers, elec- 
shat musicians, acetylene welders, 
etc. 

Amputation cases, Mr. Stalford said, 
had difficulty in setting any employ- 
ment except as elevator Operators or 
watchmen. He (favored extending 
courses indefinitely until men could 
earn a living... P ‘

ly 36,000 joints, this would be an ex- 
tremely costly undertaking.” 

A letter-from Mr, B Ehle, of 
Sonderson & Porter, Néw York, who 
was construction engineer at the 
Sooke Lake plant, said that it" had 


,been suggested that, as the lake water 


was practically free” fromi sediment 
the cracks Caused . by temperature 
changes should be sealed by fine clay 
added to the water at the inlet..

} on the railways was the fastest speed 


‘at which a man believed ‘he could be 

any’ mechanical means of 
‘dcomotion. And it was a’ theoretical 
‘rather ‘than a practical speed. That 
Ya, it was a speed’ that trains could - 
attain but very rarely did. Before the 

r there were one or two mile-a- 
minute expresses in ‘England, “France, 
atid’ America, but’ now perhaps there 
are none.  ‘Rallway speed has, in fact, 
‘declined, ’ 

It has been different in all other 
forms of locomotion, Road spegds. 
thanks to thé motor car; have doubled 
and trebled. The car, we know from 
racing -performancés, can touch two 
‘miles a‘minute under favorable con- 
ditions. The aeroplane probably does 
‘three miles a minute now and again. 
And now at last a speed of a mile a 
‘minute—thdat old standard speed with 
which we have’ rather generously 
‘credited the rail—has been reached 
on the sea. 

At Monaco last week the motor 
boat Sunbeam Despufols III. covered a 
nautical mile in 1_ min.

True, for travel from one end to 
another of Brftain the rail‘is still 
quicker than the road for passenger 
traffic, for the reason that on. our 
crowded roads the car cannot go “all 
out.” And, as noted just now, 25 
knots seems to be.a speed with which 
liner owners will be content for some 
time to come. But on the road and 
the sea and in the air, speeds un- 
dreamt of a fow years Ago are’ now 
possible, whereas the railway idéal of 
a mile a minute, from away back in 
the ‘sixties or ‘seventies of the past 
century, is rarely attained today. 

The poor old rail is fast becoming 
the slowest means of communieation 
of all.

especially, were only sun- -aried. The 
mender acratched his message and laid 
the brick on the’ window sill to dry; 
.or he dictated his morning's. car- 
:Pespondence, and the-amanuensis had 
& neat row of tabléts outside “drying 
in the ancient Asian sunshine, Two 
‘Copies of each letter: were made, in 
&® businesslike way. One was dis- 
‘Patched -by a slave or an’ émployee, 
and the other wag filed anrey in the 
sender's archives. 


The letters just translated were 
“written so closely and in such a 
‘minute and crowded hand” that Clay 
and his associates had to use a léns 
in reading some of them. This seems 
have been peculiarly true of the 
social lgtters found, those written by 
women or men who had not. turned 
the writing over. toa sevretary. . Era- 
sures &re neatly done; a wet finger ap- 
parently was rubbed gently over a 
mistake, obliterationg the’ scratches 
beneath, The mark still shows on thé 
brick after’ three thousand and more 
yegrs.

Belshazzar as Landlord 

‘Belahazzar, the son: of Nabonidas, 
took an active interest.in the religious 
side of the temple. One tablet is a 
carefully drawn-up lease ¥ temple 
@and grantéd by Be and its 
agnual rent was to be 5,000 measures 
of barley and 8,000 bundles of straw, 
Belakazzar stood on. a footing of 
equality with his father, the King, in 
the matter of oaths taken at Erech, 
but he was still subject to. the com- 
mands of his father, in true patrigrch- 
al fashion. In another tablet Bel- 
shazzar divides a field ‘at’:the com- 
mand of the King.”
